are  accepted,  not  only  will  older 
Americans  get  higher  Social 
Security  payments  but  all  wage 
earners  and  employers  will  pay 
higher  taxes  to  finance  the 
increases. 

In  addition,  it  wUl  cost  an  extra 
penny  to  mail  a letter,  telephone 
and  auto  excise  levies  will  not 
drop  as  now  schedules,  and 
transportation  taxes  will  be 
increased— including  a jump  from 
5 to  7 per  cent  in  the  levy  on  air 
passenger  tickets. 

The  President  included  $25,7 
billion  to  finance  Vietnamese  war 
operations  in  the  year  ahead.  He 
said  this  would  pay  for  the 


current  troop  strength  and  levels 
of  fighting.  These  levels  are  down 
somewhat  so  that  the  war  figure  is 
$3.5  billion  less  than  that  for  the 
current  year. 

Johnson  said  that  of  course  all 
Americans  were  hoping  the  Paris 
talks  will  bring  an  end  to  the  war. 

If  this  happens,  he  said, 
different  decisions  can  be  made 
on  the  surtax  and  military 
spending. 

He  urged  that,  if  Congress  votes 
to  keep  the  surtax,  it  gives  Nixon 
power  to  end  it  or  reduce  it 
before  June  30,  1970,  if  events 
warrant  this. 

Johnson  studded  his  message 


with  figures  expressing  his  pride  in 
the  record  of  his  five  years  in 
office. 

These  detailed  the  many  new 
programs  in  such  fields  as 
education,  health  and 
conservation,  and  cited  the 
beneficiaries. 

For  example,  he  said  30  million 
older  Americans  are  getting  help 
in  meeting  their  health  care  needs 
through  medicare  and  nine  million 
children  from  low-income  families 
are  benefiting  from  federal  aid 
grants  under  the  1965  Elementary 
and  Secondary  Education  Act. 

However,  both  Johnson  and 
Zwick  called  the  budget  an 
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extremely  tight  one,  and  there 
were  sure  to  be  cries  in  Congress 
that  some  programs  are 
underfinanced. 

Johnson  said  there  had  been 
unprecedented  economic  growth 
and  increases  in  living  standards 
during  his  administration. 

For  instance,  the  President’s 
allotments  for  some  education 
programs  and  for  water  pollution 
control  fall  well  below  the  figures 
authorized  by  Congress. 

“In  my  first  budget  message  five 
years  ago,”  he  noted,  “I  stated,  ‘A 
government  that  is  strong,  a 
government  that  is  compassionate 
is  the  kind  of  government  that 
endures. 

“I  have  sought  to  provide  that 
kind  of  government  as  your 
President.  With  this  budget,  I 
leave  that  kind  of  government  to 
my  successor.” 

Johnson’s  Social  Security 
recommendations  would  mean  a 
basic  increase  of  10  per  cent  for 
all  25  million  persons  now  on  the 
rolls. 

In  addition,  the  minimum 
payment  now  going  to  two 
million  old  persons  would  be 
raised  from  $55  to  $80  a month,  a 
$100  a month  floor  would  be 
guaranteed  for  all  individiials  who 
have  paid  Social  Security  taxes  at 
least  20  years,  and  2 million 
disabled  persons  would  be  put 
under  medicare  regardless  of  their 
age.

The  article  is  in  the  Jan.  20 
edition  of  the  magazine. 

The  article  goes  on  to  say:  “The 
Mormon  school  is  an  oasis  of  calm 
amidst  campus  turmoil  Its  secret : 
high  standards  and  strict 
discipline.” 

It  also  reports,  “Rigid  screening 
keeps  out  students  considered 
unlikely  to  meet  the  university’s 
high  standards  of  conduct  and 
scholarship.” 

Later  in  the  article  they  say, 
“There  is  a campus  saying  that 
girls  come  here  for  a degree  but 
they  all  get  their  MRS.” 

They  go  on  to  say  that  even 
though  the  school  has  attempted 
to  avoid  campus  trouble  they  have 
not  escaped  a certain  amount  of 
griping  from  the  students.  The 
writer  reports  that  “some  students 
expressed  the  feeling  that  the 
school  treated  them  like  children” 


According  to  the  article,  some 
students  feel  that  it  is  almost 
impossible  to  bring  about  change 
on  campus.  They  also  said  that 
some  students  feel  that  change 
can  be  brought  about  through 
letters  to  the  UNIVERSE. 

Concluding  the  article,  the 
magazine  commented,  “Last 
September,  welcoming  students, 
Dr.  Wilkinson  asked  those 


students  willing  to  support  the 
university  in  maintaining  law  and 
order  to  stand.  As  far  as  could  be 
determined  all  stood.  Then  he 
called  for  dissenters  to  stand.

Students  who  have  more  than 
three  examinations  in  a day  may 
receive  authorization  for  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  exams 
through  the  assistant  dean  of 
students.  The  same  procedure 
applies  to  eliminating  conflicts 
caused  by  the  scheduling  of  two 
examinations  at  the  same  time. 

Otherwise,  all  changes  in  the 
examination  schedule  will  be 
handled  by  the  instructor  and  the 
dean  of  the  college  involved.

Clamp  Library  Noise  With  Carpet 


Is  a library  useful  when  noise  is  too  great  to  allow 
students  to  study  effectively? 

BYU  has  one  of  the  most  beautiful  and  modern 
libraries  in  the  nation.  Its  main  concern  is  to  benefit 
the  students  by  giving  them  a place  to  study, 
research,  meditate,  and  cultivate  the  mind. 

Outside  interferences  such  as  chair  scraping, 
tapping  heels,  shuffling  feet,  falling  books,  rattling 
paper,  opening  and  closing  of  briefcases,  and 
whispering  do  not  help  the  already  difficult  job  of 
studying. 

The  only  solution  is  to  eliminate  as  much  noise  as 
possible  and  improve  the  study  atmosphere.  This 
could  be  done  by  carpeting  the  library— or  at  least 
the  study  areas. 

The  Salt  Lake  City  library  system  has  recently 
approved  the  addition  of  carpets  to  their  libraries. 
The  University  of  Utah  and  Arizona  State 
University  are  examples  of  how  carpets  beautify  and 
benefit  the  library.

SPIRITUALITY  GAP 
Editor: 

I appreciate  BYU,  I wouldn’t  go 
anywhere  else.  But  looking 
objectively,  BYU  has  a long  way 
to  go  in  fulfilling  the  spiritual 
needs  of  each  student.  Man  has 
two  creators,  himself  and  others 
(including  God),  and  I feel  both 
factors  share  50-50  in  determining 
what  a person  does  and  what  he 
becomes.  Under  this  assumption, 
then,  BYU  has  50%  of  the 
responsibility  for  molding  us  into 
spiritual,  self-reliant  saints— at 
least  while  we  are  here.  Frankly,  I 
think  it  is  not  providing  that 
spiritual  50%.  Judging  from  the 
religion  classes  I’ve  endured, 

BYU  — when  asked  for 
bread— cannot  deliver  more  than  a 
warmed-up  stone,  speaking 
generally. 

An  example;  Tonight  I attended 
my  religion  class  expecting  the 
usual  song  and  dance  show 
expertly  staged  by  a former 
Teacher  of  the  Year.  Naturally,  he 
was  as  funny  as  ever,  highlighting 
the  evening  with  his  traditional 
birth  control  routine.  What  a 
spiritual  experience!  As  I reclined 
in  my  seat,  I thought  of  the  many 
times  I had  come  to  this  class 
hoping  for,  and  needing,  inspiring 
suggestions  that  might  help  me 
with  my  own  problems  of  life.  1 
had  “hungered”  for  help  several 
times.  And  I remembered  how 
often  I had  walked  home  after 
class  discouraged  and  wondering  if 


less  expensive  over  a period  of  time  in  upkeep  than 
our  present  library  floor. 

However,  the  director  and  assistant  director  of  the 
BYU  library  agree  that  the  only  factor  preventing 
this  beneficial  change  is  money.  They  also  believe 
there  is  a greater  need  for  shelving,  books,  and 
individual  study  areas. 

What  good  are  these  study  helps  If  one  can  hardly 
think  above  the  noise? 

A report  by  student  government  will  soon  be 
published  to  make  known  what  they  are  doing  to 
solve  the  problem.  A few  of  the  possible  solutions 
are:  donations  from  classes;  fund  raising  projects  by 
students,  or  the  easiest  way— a direct  appropriation 
by  the  administration. 

Fullfillment  of  the  campaign  promise  by  Grant 
Richards  to  carpet  the  library  is  looked  forward  to 
by  those  who  use  the  library.  The  UNIVERSE 
strongly  endorses  carpeting  of  the  library  floors  and 
pledges  support  to  student  government  in  following 
any  solution  to  improve  the  study  atmosphere. 


the  teacher  really  knew  anything 
about  God  at  all,  except 
secondhand  from  “Mormon 
Doctrine”  by  McConkie.  Were  he 
to  channel  the  genius  with  which 
he  creates  his  cute  side  show  into 
finding  ways  to  inspire  action  in 
students,  he  would  find  himself 
loved,  rather  than  laughed  at. 

The  thing  that  finally  prompted 
me  to  write  this  occurred  toward 
the  end  of  the  “lesson”,  A girl, 
the  first  with  enough  courage, 
raised  her  hand  and  suggested  an 
opinion  opposite  to  the  teacher’s. 
Her  statement  was  well-founded 
and  well-taken.  She  may  have 
been  right.  The  distressing  thing 
was  to  watch  the  teacher 
dogmatically,  with  sweat  on  his 
forehead,  try  to  shoot  her  down. 
He  acted  as  if  he’d  been  insulted, 
rather  than  just  disagreed  with. 
But  in  spite  of  his  immatiue 
reaction,  the  exchange  was 
actually  enlightening  and  caused 
many  of  us  to  think,  perhaps  the 
first  time  all  semester.  But  do  you 
know  what  the  Teacher  of  the 
Year  said  when  the  time  suddenly 
was  all  spent?  Near-hurt,  he  said, 
“Well  that  kind  of  shot  the 
lesson”-betraying  that  he  cares 
more  about  teaching  lessons  than 
students— which  is  inexcusable  in 
a religion  class.  But  worst  of  all, 
he  is  typical. 

The  religion  faculty  needs  depth 
and  skill  and  spirituality,  not  a 
facade  of  intellectual 
competitiveness  or  coUege  level 


cuteness.  My  teacher  could  be 
multiplied  many  times;  most  of  us 
have  him  or  one  of  his  fellow 
preachers  every  other  day.  If  BYU 
wants  to  reaUy  be  the  greatest 
university,  spirituality,  in  the 
world  (and  there’s  little 
competition),  it  must  somehow, 
somewhere  provide  a deeper 
spiritual  experience  for  every 
individual.  “Our  greatest  need  is 
leaders  . . .’’  (Franklin  D. 
Richards),  and  the  greatest 
problem  at  BYU  could  well  be  its 
shallow  religion  faculty-its  sparse 
sprinkling  of  real  spiritual  leaders. 
I feel  lucky,  though,  with  my 
teacher.  At  least  he’s  funny.

Fifteen  aircraft  aboard  the 
85,000-ton  carrier  were  destroyed 
in  the  blaze  which  broke  out 
around  3:15  a.m.  Hawaii  time 
Tuesday  as  the  ship  conducted  a 
bombing  training  exercise  75 
miles  from  Pearl  Harbor. 

The  first  explosion  occurred  in 
or  near  an  F4  Phantom  jet  parked 
on  the  flight  deck  about  75  feet 
from  the  stern  of  the  ship. 

The  Navy  first  attributed  the 
initial  explosion  to  a bomb  falling 
from  an  airplane  landing  on  the 
carrier,  but  later  withdrew  this 
pending  an  investigation. 

REACTORS  NOT  HIT 

After  the  fires  were 
extinguished,  the  carrier  returned 
to  Pearl  Harbor  under  its  own 
power.  Its  propulsion  system  and 
eight  nuclear  reactors  were  not 
involved  in  the  fire. 

Cmdr.  Samuel  B.  Lancaster, 
public  affairs  officer  for  the 
Enterprise,  indicated  that  the 
1,123-foot  carrier  will  be  sent  to 
the  mainland  for  repairs. 

There  were  indications  that  the 
“Big  E”  would  head  back  to  its 
home  port  at  Alameda,  Naval  Air 
Station  in  California,  but  the 
Navy  made  no  official  statement. 

Most  of  the  dead  were  members 
of  flight  crews  who  were 
preparing  to  launch  a second 
group  of  planes.  The  first  group, 
already  in  the  air  when  the  fire 
roared  across  the  deck,  was 
ordered  to  land  at  Barbers  Point 
Naval  Air  Station.

Chairman  J.W.  Fulbright, 
D-Ark.,  quoted  Rogers  as  telling 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations 
Committee  in  a closed  session  that 
regardless  of  the  differences, 
“these  talks  ought  to  be  moved 
ahead.” 

Fulbright  added  his  own 
estimate  that  the  prospective 
Republican  Cabinet  appointee  is 
“not  dogmatic— he  hasn’t  made  up 
his  mind  that  we  can’t  negotiate 
with  the  Communist  countries.” 

“My  feeling  is  that  he  is  a 
broad-gauged  man,  not 
doctrinaire,  and  capable  of 
adjusting  to  change,”  Fulbright 
said. 

He  said  that  Rogers  felt  there 
was  some  substance  in  the 
argument  that  the  shape  of  the 
table  would  involve  some 


recognition  of  the  Communist 
National  Liberation  Front, 
political  arm  of  the  Viet  Cong. 

Rogers  himself  said  after  the 
closed  session  that  the  new 
administration’s  aim  will  be  to  get 
an  “enforceable  agreement”  at  the 
Paris  talks. 

“We  desire  a negotiated 
settlement  on  an  honorable  basis 
that  satisfies  our  commitments  in 
Vietnam,”  Rogers  said. 

Fulbright  announced  that  he 
intends  to  support  confirmation 
of  Rogers  and  Elliot  L. 
Richardson,  Massachusetts 
attorney  general,  as  under 
secretary  of  state. 

He  said  the  committee  will  hear 
Ambassador  Henry  Cabot  Lodge, 
designated  by  President-elect 
Nixon  as  the  new  administration’s 
chief  negotiator  at  Paris,  in  a 
closed  session.

Dr.  Smoot  To  Lecture 
To  Rocket  Experts 


Dr.  L.  Douglas  Smoot,  associate 
professor  of  chemical  engineering 
at  BYU  will  speak  to  a national 
conference  of  rocket  experts 
scheduled  at  Cape  Kennedy,  Fla., 
Jan.  22-24. 

The  conference  is  the  Fifth 
Rocket  Plume  Signal  Interference 
Symposium  and  gathers  experts  in 
rocket  technology  from  aU  major 
aerospace  companies  and  several 
universities  in  the  United  States. 
Participants  will  discuss  problems 
related  to  rocket  exhaust  plumes 
that  ionize  and  interfere  with 
radar  guidance  of  missile  systems. 

Dr.  Smoot  will  present  two 
papers.  The  first,  coauthored  by 
Dr.  Ralph  L.  Coates  of  the  BYU 
Chemical  Engineering 
Department,  will  discuss 
interference  of  ionized  rocket 
exhausts  from  advanced  hybrid 
motors.  A hybrid  rocket  motor  is 
one  that  combines  the  use  of  solid 
and  liquid  fuels. 

In  the  second  paper,  Dr.  Smoot 
will  discuss  the  effect  of  special 
additives  to  solid  propellants  for 
reducing  radar  interference  with 
rocket  exhausts.  William  Jensen 
and  Wayne  Tufts,  chemical 
engineering  students,  and  Michael 
King,  research  assistant,  have 
conducted  research  contributing 
to  this  paper.

So  you  think  a basketball 
official  lives  in  the  slums,  has  an 
IQ  of  70  and  officiates  only 
because  he  needs  the  money. 

Pshaw,  says  John  Adams, 
Western  Athletic  Conference 
supervisor  of  officials,  who  has 
the  facts  to  back  him  up. 

Adams,  who  was  a Phi  Beta 
Kappa  at  Denver  University  and 
now  teaches  advanced  calculus  at 
Denver’s  Abraham  Lincoln  high 
school,  has  compiled  results  from

Take  the  most  common  belief 
among  fans— that  basketball 
officials  work  because  they  need 
the  money.  “The  average  salary  of 
a WAC  varsity  official,  excluding 
officiating  income,  is  $14,694,” 
says  Adams.  “They  make  enough 
money  without  having  to 
moonlight. 

Listed  among  professions  of 
WAC  basketball  officials  are 
school  administrators,  owners  of 
private  businesses,  college 
professor,  supervisor  in  the  state 
rehabilitation  department, 
investment  banker,  government 
purchasing  agent,  chemical 
company  executive  and  court 
bailiff. 

“If  you  want  to  go  even 
farther,”  says  Adams,  “you  will 
find  among  our  freshman  officials 
a petroleum  engineer,  a computer 
programmer,  several  school 
principals,  a regional  petroleum 
analyst,  and  a research  chemist.” 

TYPICAL  OFFICIAL 

The  typical  WAC  varsity 
official,  according  to  Adams,  is 
40.5  years  old,  stands  six  feet  tall 
and  weighs  187  lbs.  Every  one  of 
the  33  officials  is  married  and 
they  have  an  average  of  three 
children. 

The  average  official’s  experience 
includes  1 3 years  at  the  high 
school  and  college  levels.  His
